Havana, January 2.—The Americans 
residing in the Isle of Pines deny the 
general assumption of the Cuban govern- 
ment that the United States aas no spe- 
cial interests in the island and belive :t 
is not likely to insist on the eventual 
Ownership of it. They seem confident of 
having the support of the United States, 
if necessary in their resistance to being 
governed and taxed by Cuban officials, 
pending a settlement of thé question of 
the ownership of the fsland.

MINERS’ DEMORALIZED 
BY COURT INJUNCTION 


Hut Michell Declares They 


Will Gain foothold in 
West Virginia 


MITCHELL WILL ADDRESS 
INDIANA'S LEGISLATURE 


Miners’ President Recounted His- 
tory of Anthracite Strike and 
Expressed Confidence in 
Judgment of Strike 
Commission. 


Indianapolis, Ind., January 20.—The first 
thing on today’s programme at the min- 
| ers’ national convention was the reading 
lof John Mitchell's annual report. Mr. 
, Mitchell received the closest attention. 
Hlis report recounted the history of the 
anthracite coal strike and expressed con- 
fidence in the judgment of the strike com- 
mission. He said he had no fear of the 
outcome of the, arbitration. 

Touching conditions in Virginia and 
West Virginia, President Mitchell said the 
effort to secure for the miners the same 
condition that obtained in the districts 
covered by the interstate agreement haa 
not met with the degree of success that 
had been hoped for. The effect of the 
injunction was demoralizing to the min- 
ers In the Fairmont region. 

Secretary Wilson's report said that the 
total amount donated by the different 
| branches of x organization for relief 
| Was $258,344. he total amount received 
from the special anthracite assessment 
Was $1,967,@6, making a total of $2,225,370 
from members of the united mine work- 
ers. To this amount must be added $419,- 
94 donated by the trades unions and the 
| public, making a grand total of $2,646,324. 

Of this sum $1,800,201 were paid out in 
relief. The total income from all sources 
in 1902 was $3,107,9.., and expenditures %,- 
080,805, leaving a balance in the treasury 
of $1,027,120. 

Vice President T. L. Lewis in his an- 
nual report discussed injunctions at 
length, urging the necessity for concerted 
political action by the miners. 

Following the reports of the officers the 
convention adjournred until 2 o'clock. 

Will Work in West Virginia. 

The aftenoon session lasted an hour. 
While the convention was 
committee reports President Mitchell 
made a short address regarding the con- 
ditions in West Virginia, saying: 

“T have never despaired of organizing 
West Virginia. Judges Jackson, Mc Dow- 
ell and Kellar may contribute their et- 
forts to prevent the organization from 
gaining a foothold in the state but as 
long as the United Mine W orkers exist 
we will strive to gain a foothold there. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Mitchell's ad- 
dress ae was invited to address the li- 
diana legislature now in session. Mr. 
Mitchell accepted the invitation. 

The convention adjourned 
o'clock tomortow morning. 

The West Virginia delegates will make 
a very strenuous fight for an increase ol 
Wages. In muiny places they are In a 
position to make demands and efiforce 
them, but in other districts the organt-

vears. More things were transacted and 
important steps taken than have ever 

been before. 

The creation of a new chair tn the de- 
partment of psychology and pedagogy 
is being considered thoroughly by the 
are Many speculations indulged in as to 
who will receive this appointment. For 
the past two years or so Mr. Bond, super- 
intendent of the public schools in Athens, 
has béen teaching this subject and his 
name is in consideration: But it 
doubtful whether he would resign his 
present position to accept a professor- 
Ship in the college. The regular salary is 
$2,000, 

Another matter of interest 
this meeting is the decision made in re- 
gard to the appointment of an Instructor 
at the university in the department of 
English.
